Pleas Cnurt panel ruled that confine- 
ment in the 77-year-old Holmesburg 
prison in northeasi PhUadelphia con- 
stituted iinconsTfturomlly cruel and 
unuüual punishment. 

Don Ha skin, columnist of the P h ï 1 - 
adelphia Daily News vvrites that vio- 
lence, drug abusc and homosexiialliy 
have been as much a pari of Ufe at 
Ifollm es burg as bad lood and boring 
work. It was at Holmesburg ïhat 
four prison inmates were roasted to 
death in the infamous ''Klondike 
cells" heat irealnicnt punishment in 
193S* 

is it any wonder tb en that the Wir- 
den, Patrick Curran and Deputy War¬ 
den, Kotert Fromhold, should have 
been the Vicrims of such ennditions? 
Brothers Predenck flurtön and Jo¬ 
sé ph Bowen, the attackers, uctingoui 
the frustrations and desperations of 
the more than 1 P 2Ü0 prison fnmates 
crowded into anti qua Eed facüities 
built for 6&0, hud had enuugb uE be- 
ing the victims, 

The violence originates from the 
prtson conditions and the prison au- 
ïhorities. Even now Joseph Bowen 
lies near death from the vicLous beat - 
ing h.e recetved from a small ariny 
of guards following the attaek* Au 
eyewitness told the PhiladelphuT Tri¬ 
bune: ”A lot of guards tan into the 
office* They jumped all over the twj 
men who did the stabbing. They beat 
them with a chaïr and blackJacks, 
They kept beat ing them over and over 
again until they were uneonscfou9* +± 

‘‘Killings As sur e House Vote To 
Restore Death Penalty” screams the 
PhiJadelphta tnquirer the day follow¬ 
ing the Incident. ”TMs is a good 
case for a death penalty test'\ Fhil- 
adelphia Mayor Frank Rizzo teils re¬ 
portera at the gatea to Holmesburg 
prison. Rut, the death penalty will 
do nothing to reHeve the frustrations 
and the desperatkm of men and women 
sub jec t ed tod ehum an izitig pr i sou con - 
dltlona. 

Tm pos ing the death penalty is com- 
parahle lo spread!ng the desperatkm, 
vtoience and muxder that proponent S 
of the death penalty claim tis reln- 
stitution will cu re. To protect the 
lives of prison inmates as woll as 
warden s and guards the re is only 
One Sölutrion; Dn awny with prisons 
as they exist toduy throughout Ameri¬ 
ca, rld the judicial System of jts in- 
justlces toward Black, poor and op- 
presned cftizens andcreate economie, 
politica! and social juailce for all 
American cirtzens,.

4233 South In dia na Street. They took 
positions on rooftops of buildings ad- 
jacent to the headquariërs and many 
were dressedin whatChlcagoaos know 
wel! as '‘attack' 1 uniforms. They 
knocked harshly and belllgerently on 
rhe front door and demandedemranee 
imo the office, 

Hundreds of curlous and concerned 


Black peopie in the neigbborbuüd left 
their homes and congregated in the 
streel. Had, not cooler heads pre- 
v ai led, parttculariy the quick think¬ 
ing of attorney Thomas Todd and Rro- 
ther Roh Rush, serious trotible might 
have folio wed. 

The police claimed to be looking 
for a brother they had been fol- 
lowing and who had been seen entering 
the office hut who they claim ed never 
left. A set-upwas obvious, Less than 
five minutes before, a Black man 
who exncrly flttedl the descriptfon the 
police gave had, In fact, come imo 
the office askLng questtons concern - 
ing the upcaming conference. Tb is was 
no t m ueua 1, many BI nek and poor Ch i - 
cagoans had expressed their desires 
to attend the conference as wcil as 
participate in tfieclty-wldecampaign, 
Countless peopie ca me into the office 
ev eryday .

{Berfceley* Calif.) - Dr* Bever ly 
Williams* an atiractive Black woman 
and a highly quallfied internal dis¬ 
orders specialist, was insult cd and 
interferred witb by VacavÜle Prison 
aurhorities wlten she atiempted tü 
sec and examlne David Uil Hard ai tbc 
pjrison recently. David suffers from 
t thronlc uk er condit ion and bas been 
granted a courtorderauthorizlng doc¬ 
tor '5 viaits. 

Sister Audrea Jon es, Direcror of 
ihe George Jaekson Pree Medicul 
Research Clinic in Berkcley (a fa- 
cility of the Black Panther Party), 
who accompanied Dr, Williams on the 
vislt, bas reportedly boon denied 
visklng privileges for 30 days tor 
"disrcspectful langiaage” allogedLy 
used while protest ing the insults to 
[)r. Williams and berself. 



When Dr, Beverly Williams attempt- 
ed to vistt DAVID ML HARD, her 
patiënt, she titas toarassed and in- 
svlted. 


Dr, Williams is replaeing Dr, Tol- 
bert J, Smnil as DavldHilltard’sper- 
sonal pbysician* She was making her 
first visit to examine David onSatur- 
day* May 26, wheu rhe racisr prison 
auihorltiea, totaUy unablc todealwith 
the realicy of an attmetive Black wo¬ 
nen who is a qiialifiedphysician, acted 
out thelr racism, 

Brom the moment Dr, Wimams and 
Sister Audrea appeared at the recep- 
tion desk at VacavÜle, Dr, Williams 
was subject co repoated questions 
nbout her qualifications, insult ing and 
Snsimiating remarks and deliberate 
dolay. The only procedure duf ing the 
medical visits of Dr. Smull was to

Policy statement No, 24 lists four 
criteria forprisoner release, lliey 
are "in order of importante" 

"1* The pfotection of society; 2. 
The punishrneni of offenders, te make 
the punishmetit fit thecrlmitial rather 
than ihe crime; 3, The deterrence of 
the offenders (by the punishmeiu im- 
posed) and of others {hy 1 example of 
the punishment imposed on the of- 
fender); 4, To rehabüitate those who 
are amendahle to and capahle of k.” 

The Adult Authurity presentïy has 
broad ranging po wars over priseners 
in state custody, Thls wtl 1 soon be 
cballenged in the state's courts. E ] ri- 
mary among these power9 ts deter- 
minaiion of the lengtb of each pri- 
soner’s term of mcarceration, L'nüke 
many other stuLea, CallfornU sen¬ 
ten ces its victims to indefinite pri¬ 
son teems, leavlng lengtb of confine- 
ment time solely to the Adult Au¬ 
thority* The Autborlty's policy state¬ 
ments tberefore are of grejic impor- 
tance to the lives of the tbousands 
of men and wc men locked eway in

When her sister, Blllie Sue Daün- 
ey, dted in April 1972, Glenda agreed 
she wüuld try cq rai&e tier sister's 
four children. Tney are: Fugena -9, 
Andre - 6, Donyale - 4, andDjuan- fe„ 
Hawever, for the past year Welfare 
officials have to!d Sister Glenda not 
only how she‘must live, bat how she 
must spend iier salary as welt. Al- 
though she has nor adopted thg cl'iild- 
ren. Sister ClendÉi was informed Lsry a 
soda! worker that she had sole sup¬ 
port of the children and wou ld nor

A decade later 
som e [hing happcned in the middle Of 
rhe night at Washington's swank W.i- 
tergate Hotel that triggered ever 
widcnïng circles of revelatïons. that 
wuiild dwarf uot only the eveni in 
Califumia of '62, bui ihegreatest pre- 
viüus poUtLcal scandal in the nation's 
hisiory* the Teapat LVime Affair 
du ring the Harding Adminlstration. In 
Harrfütg’s day they traded power lor 
moneyj the men of Cjomstone gave 
money away - ten millton doliara of 
Ui - in return for power. 

The story, then, begin s at the Wi- 
tergate. But tbs Waiergate affair» it 
bccaiTie ïncrcasingly obviüus* was 
merely the fhin end of the wedge. It 
is necessary to grasp that Water- 
gate wedge firmly In order, pre- 
semly, to crack open the huge, sectet, 
and frtKïcn mass of Operatinn Gem- 
sione itself.

Th e sa me process involved Mr, 
Nlxon's pcrsonal sficurlty agent John 
Mltchell, who was iben Altorney Gen¬ 
era! and snon to be bead of Nlxon's 
electioTi campaigr, and H.K. 1 lalde- 
man. White House chief of staff. 
Mi Echel! , Hnldeman anti Frlichman 
were the equivalent of diplomatic 


heads of an American mission, wiiile 
Colson played tbe role of "Station 
Chief”. To the "diplomais" went the 
task of cover up and subvers ion of 
the Justice Dcparrment, the FBI* etc, 
The plan seenied foolproof. But of the 
four Nixon agents - Mitchell, Halde- 
inan, Frlichman, Colson -oneofthem 
bad a divided loyalty, was a doublé 
agent uf a kind, and, in tbe end, set 
alI of them up - including the Presi¬ 
dent! 

As soon as tbe Nixon team moved 
into the White House in ]969* the power 
maneuvering began, Nixon drafted 
Charles Colson and Colson signed up 
E, lloward Hunt, Then tbc attempi to 
take over the biggest intelligence 
a genei es, the FBI and CIA, was made* 
Richard I iel ma. Directer of the CÏA 
was jemoved, bui J. Edgar Hoover of 
the FBI was too tough for Mr. Nixon. 
He had tfH> miicb compromiaing evi- 
denc? - reaching ali tbe way back to 
the Alger Hiss case and Nixon's wltch 
hunting days as a senator in the 1950’s 
- and the administratlon had to wait for 
him to die beforebrlngmg m the Nixon 
agent L. Pacrick Gray. 

To under sta nd 0 per at ion Gems ton c 
it is necessary to disregard the very 
dramatic but completely arhitrary 
starring points of the Watergate 
break-in nnd the break-Ln of Daniël 
ïïllsberg’s psycbUir1sc h s office.

You cannot hare your throat to the 
murderer. As George Jackson said, 
you must defend yourself and takethe 
dragon pofiulon as in karate and makc 
the front kick and the hack kick when 
you are surrounded* You do noc beg 
because your enemy co mes with the 
butcher knife in one hand and the 
hatchet in the other.

On May 7, 1973, m a ceremony atcended by 2,000 of Galc- 
land's most “upstanding 11 and "prominent" clvic, busi¬ 
ness and government personalities, rhe new World Air 
Center hangar was properly and öfflclölly dpdicated, The 
new $14 mlil ion jet malntenance complex, oCCupytng 60 nor es 
of city land, was huilt by the Port of Oakland for World Air 
Center, fully owned and cont rolled and also a subsldlary of 
World Airways, ün Oakland based avintion firm with world- 
wide connectlons* World Airways bonsts that the new ln- 
s ra II at ion is “large enough to house four 747 Super jets ur 
six DC-lO*s sïmultaDeously*", World Airways nisa bossts 
that 50% of the 1,200 permanent jobs created by this hangar 
wül go to minor ity residents, 'T*his last asseriion is a bold* 
faced lie, 

In 1966, the Economie Oevelopmcnt Admtnteuratlon(EDA) 
gave World Airways a $6,39 mi IIton grant and a $4.26 mll* 
Uon lonn (touüing $10,650,1)00) tor the construc t ion of a new, 
a pa clous maintenance hangar at the Port of Caklund, Al- 
though the underlying phUosophy of the EDA is "to create 
a c 11 mate conduclve to the development of private enter- 
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prise,,.*’, funds are granced on condiTion Chat recipiënt 
corporjtioiTö net slmply train the unemployed, but provide 
a substantia! mimber of new, permanent jobs for the hard¬ 
core Uuemployed as well. Fnltowing these guidplines, the 
new hangar was tobeconsiructed hy awork force comprising 
at least 50% minority (Jak land residents, Permanent jobs at 
the hangar would be reserved for Qakland minority resi- 
dents in the same prnportion, According to World Airways 
iisalf, "Fifty per cent had heen set as die figure for minority 
employnient as ic approxmiates the minority composltion of 
Q ski and," 

The probabülty that 50% of the permanent work force at 
the new World hangar will be minority residents is close 
io zero, Although the hea-d of equal employment gpport un¬ 
it les at World Airways, Charles Pateerson, as we 11 as die 
out-going director of the Gakland EDA office, Hugh Taylor, 
both state that World Airways has a contractual arrange¬ 
ment with the East Bay Ski lis Center for job training of 
Qakland minority residents in the aviatlonmaimenance field, 
the number of training slota is a great deal le&s than 600 
(50% of the total), In fact 3 ic appears to be more in the 
range of 50 jobs altogether! lf training began next week, 
the Skills Center mLghi be able to prepare about 25 peo¬ 
ple for avlation maintenance employment by the end of 1973, 
and perhaps another 20-25 people by rho summer of 1974, 
Moving at this projected raie, 600 öakland minority persons 
would be prepared and ready to bo employed by World Air¬ 
ways by 1985, some 12 years from now. Meanwhlle, the 
anper-deluxe hangar,has heen already built and dedicatcd; 
full-scale operationa are abouc to begin, Whac of World 
Airway’s promlses now? What, in fact, of World Alrway’s 
compliance with the law? 

This bogus situation can, however, be effectively chal- 
lenged, First of all, World Airways has receivcd consid er¬ 
ft ble and favorable media coveragc of flietr alleged com- 
miïment to minority htring, coverage built op over the last 
3 ix years. Not nnly is this coverage undeserved, both World 
Airways and those media who continu e to broadcast their 
lies can be challenged* 

Secoodly, World Airways icommitment to minority em- 


ployment, like that of the City Center Project (see laat 
week + s THE BLACK PAN’THFK) haa been closely assoc- 
iated with Mayor Reading and bis corrupt admlnistratton. 
City Hall has been a notorLous Standard bearer, of the myth 
of long-term, permanent employment forOakland residents; 
the City Council can provide a proper community forum co 
ruise uur questions and objcctions, 

'Fbirdly, wholly apart from the EDA grfttit and loan, World 
Airways is alurgefederalccmtractor inltaöwn right* In 1969 
atone, World Airways beid $52,000,000 Indefcnsecontracts, 
primarüy in lis eapacity as a "supplemental charter air- 
Tines" shipping bodies back from Vietnam. This means that 
World Airways has particular federal affirmatie ftction 
obllgatlons by virtue of these ccntracts, In this r egard, 
the F AA (F ede ral Aviatlon Agency), has been stubbornly 
reluctanf ro confront the real gituation, ground World Air¬ 
ways and farce compliance with fedcral affirmarive actfon 
poHctes, Recendy, in response to an Alameda County 
Legal Aid request for the FAA to send them up-io-date In¬ 
formation on World Airways, the F AA sent ma ter ia Is which 
did noc even refer to the new hangar and dld aöï Iticlude 
Information related to goajs or timetabies insurïng 50% 
minority hiring, 

Fourth, the Fort of Uokland has the right, not only as 
World Airway*s landlord, but as ü federai cont motor itself 
to force compliance. As a federai contractor, the Port should 
not, under lnw, do business with any ccmpany whlch Is not in 

compliance with affirmative acclon Laws, This definitely in- 
cludcs World Airways, 

in summary: World Airways wül nelther formulatc* nor 
take any concrete steps toward ïmplementing affirmative 
action pol ic les nor substantially participate in any program 
whlch involves the hiring of Oakland T s vast utiemployed 
population. A farce which began over six years ago in 
■Uakland is fast being revealed in ali lts inglorious and in- 
sincere splendor, Another triek bas been played upon the 
Black people of Öakland, a triek whlch we can backfile in 
the faces of those who have lmighed at our plignt and our 
poverty for too long, ■

F ven bcfore the end of Brother 
James Aaron ’3 so-called trial on the 
phoney charge of assault, the Hous- 
ron police had set their machinery in 
motton to stop James’ and the Black 
Panther Party’s organlztag efforts in 
Texas» In the first week of June 1971, 
Houston police raided the Office of the 
Black Panther Party» James Aar on 
was mot in the office at the time of the 
raid, buc arrlved shortly thereafter 
when he heard news of the raid'spro- 
gress on a tar radio. 

James, who was out on bond from 
the assault charge, w^as promptly ar- 
rested when hs arrived on the scene, 
He and two other mombers of the 
party, Vernon Benton and Claudc 
F rost, we re eharged wirh hurglary, 
fplnnious theft and possession of sto¬ 
len weapons. Du ring the r es uiting 
trial, which only took five days, the 
police found thelr charges so dlffi- 
Cült to prove that only one charge re- 
mained -- posaesslon of stolen wen- 
pons. All three were convlcied of this 
falae charge, James received lOyeörs 
pro bat ion. 

When James was convicted of the 
aesault charge a few months later, 
appeal prnceedings [mmediately got 
underway and hc wpn hr iefly released 
on appeal bond, He rematned free for 
One year. The appeal for a new trial 
was denied and James begon serving 
his two ycar sentence, Also* ihecourc 
changed James' earlier IÖ year pro- 
bation sentence to an actusl 10 year 
sentence in prison, 

Recently it was discovered that 
James Aaron lias been transfer red. 
from Harris OpUnty Jall to the Har- 
ris County RehabÜltation Center. Thts 
was dünebecause James refusEd, even 
at gunpolnt li was disclosed* to cease 
his organizlng efforts in The for me r 
jatl, Presemly, he is kcpi ïn a cell 
tsolared from the rest of the prison 
inmates in a unit at The center* 

The case of Fred Bell shows un 
equal amount of repression* Fred is a 
for mor Texas organizer for the now 
defunct Student Non-Violent Cuor- 
dinating Commitree (S,N*C*C*)* Be- 
cau.se of his efforts in hehalf of the 
Texas Black and poor community, he 
was railroaded to prison on a "bank 
robbery"’ charge, on July 21, 197], 

Facing a maximum, sentence of 9Ü 
years and a minimum of 25, Fred 
was convlnced, onder pressure, rn 
plead guilty to a crime he did not 
commiE af ter he was toid that if he 
did so, he would only receiveSyears. 

The case was appealed, however* 
and Fred received a new trial, In thts 
trial, he was correctly found innocent 
and arquiTtEd* Upon beïng reiensed 
from prison, he went 1 mmediately 
back to organlzfng Sn the Black oom* 
mrnlry* in vol ving himself in people's 


atruggle, Becnuse of thts, the Texas 
P*B*Ï. put om a warrant for liis ar¬ 
rest recently, THE BLACK PAN- 
THFR has learned. The last tnfnr- 
maiinn reported is that the FBI has 
eharged Fred with per jury inhisfirst 
trial. By this they evidently mean 
that Fred, since he pleaded guilty in 
his first trial but was found inno¬ 
cent in a second, is guilty of noE 
heing guilty when he said he was 
guilty, or something equally as ab¬ 
surd.
